Historic Properties landmarks 
O’Carroll’s and Sweet Basil’s din¬ 
ing room will be demolished, if 
a Halifax developer gets its way. 

The Armour Group wants to 
raze the two Upper Water Street 
buildings and construct a nine- 
storey glass-and-steel office 
building. A replica facade of the 
O’Carroll’s front would be at¬ 
tached to the tower, according 
to the Heritage Trust of Nova 
Scotia. Three other buildings in 
the central block face partial 
demolition. 

Trust president Phil Pacey 
says the move would be disas¬ 
trous. 


“The people of HRM are 
strongly attached to our her¬ 
itage buildings,” he said yester¬ 
day. “Over and over ... (people 
have told us) what a waste it 
would be if they were lost.” 

His group is campaigning 
against the plans. Over the Na¬ 
tal Day weekend, they collected 
683 signed postcards asking 
HRM council to protect the 
buildings. Those were present¬ 
ed to council last night. 

“We are hopeful council will 


listen to the concerns ex¬ 
pressed,” Pacey said. He added 
the trust is not against develop¬ 
ment, but would rather see her¬ 
itage buildings renovated. He 
cited work done on the nearby 
Morris Tea building and the Ma¬ 
sonic Hall on Barrington Street 
as good examples. 

“We would love to see addi¬ 
tional office space downtown,” 
Pacey said. 

“There are lots of opportuni¬ 
ties where people can build of¬ 


fice space without destroying 
heritage buildings. If someone 
really wants brand-new space, 
they can certainly build on a va¬ 
cant lot.” 

John Chaban was visiting Hal¬ 
ifax yesterday. The Torontonian 
was snapping photos of the His¬ 
toric Properties and said it 
would be a shame to destroy 
the buildings. 

“I like them,” he said. “That’s 
why I’m here. I’d hate to come 
back in ten years and see them 
gone.” 

He owns a historic property 
in Toronto and knows the cost 
of maintaining them, but says it 
is worth it.

Defence Minister Peter 
MacKay was to make an an¬ 
nouncement about a war¬ 
ship joining a UN mission 
yesterday, but delayed it. 

HMCS Ville de Quebec 
is on a NATO mission in 
the Mediterranean and 
Black seas, but sources say 
it will now head to the 
horn of Africa to aid the 
World Food Program. 

“There’s certainly a risk 
(of pirate attack),” said Er¬ 
ic Lerhe, a retired com¬ 
modore who is a member 
of Dalhousie University’s 
Centre for Foreign Policy 
Studies. “These pirates are 
well armed, but not as 
well armed as the ship.”

Short opening for beaches

What the mayor opened, 
bacteria has closed. 

Despite the rain on Satur¬ 
day, Black Rock Beach and 
the Dingle Tower Beach 
were reopened to the public 
on Saturday. But by Sunday, 
too much rain raised con¬ 
cerns of high bacteria, so 
both beaches were closed. 

Mayor Peter Kelly said too 
much water forces out a sur¬ 
charge of broken-down 


sewage into the harbour. 
The solids are taken out, he 
explained, but more liquids 
— even though they’re wa¬ 
tered down — are flushed in¬ 
to the harbour during heavy 
rainfall. 

The overflow caused a bac¬ 
teria concern, but because it 
was a long weekend, city 
crews couldn’t test the water 
to make sure because there 
were no labs open. 

“We did close down the 
beaches so we could take 
some new readings to make 
sure the beaches are safe,”

Kelly said. 

Test results will be back 
today. 

Kelly splashed into the wa¬ 
ter at both beaches on Satur¬ 
day at the reopening parties. 
He said yesterday he’s not 
worried after his dip. 

“I’m OK, my skin is still 
attached. No rashes, no itch¬ 
es, no nothing so there 


were no issues,” he joked. 

In terms of the beach be¬ 
ing freshly opened then 
quickly closed, it was just a 
case of bad timing. 

“Things happen that you 
can’t control,” he said. 

Kelly added it was expect¬ 
ed they would have to close 
the beach down from time 
to time because of weather 
conditions. 

It was a slow day at Black 
Rock Beach in Point Pleas¬ 
ant Park yesterday. 

Montrealer Ian Macintosh 
was surprised to find him¬ 


self swarmed by local media 
on his quiet visit to the 
beach. 

Macintosh and his young 
daughters Jessica and Janet 
are visiting family in Hali¬ 
fax and were the only peo¬ 
ple on the sand yesterday af¬ 
ternoon. Locals gave the 
beach a wide berth. 

“(The girls) wanted to go 
to the beach, so we came 
here,” a baffled Macintosh 
explained. “The lifeguard 
did inform that the beach is 
closed, so they just stayed 
on the sand.”

The promoters are now 
also permitted to disman¬ 
tle equipment until 3 a.m. 

Normally, concert-relat¬ 
ed noise is limited to 7 
a.m. to 9:30 p.m. on week¬ 
days, 8 a.m. to 7 p.m. on 
Saturdays, and 9 a.m. to 7 
p.m. on Sundays.

Rodney MacDonald’s gov¬ 
ernment announced a 
$4i9-million surplus yes¬ 
terday, but critics said it 
was a one-off lucky break 
and the public accounts 
show the province is in 
dire financial straits. 

“This is our largest sur¬ 
plus since we first bal¬ 
anced the budget in 2002,” 
said Finance Minister Mic¬ 
hael Baker, “and we’re con¬ 
fident it is Nova Scotia’s 
largest surplus ever.” 

The surplus was $301 
million more than budget¬ 
ed — $234.4 million was 
from the Crown share ad¬ 
justment payment, the 
deal that replaced the At¬ 
lantic Accord. Baker said 
$242 million would be put 
on the province’s $12.1-bil¬ 
lion debt. 

Graham Steele, NDP fi¬ 
nance critic, said it showed 
“short-term thinking” by 
the government. 

“Long-term thinking 
would have been reducing 
the debt as quickly as pos¬ 
sible, particularly with 
one-time payments like 
the Crown share,” the Hali- 
fax-Fairview MLA said. 
“The money saved on the 
debt is available to Nova 


Scotians forever. 

“The more desperate 
(the government) gets, the 
more money it wants to 
spend,” he added. “It 
shows the finances of the 
province continue to run 
on a razor’s edge.” 

Diana Whalen of the Lib¬ 
erals called the surplus 
“plain good luck.” She said 
it should automatically go 
to the debt. 


“Right now, it’s open to 
the whims of government. 
This government chose to 
spend $75 million one way 
this year, and next year’s 
payments could be put 
somewhere else.” 

The Halifax-Clayton Park 
MLA warned hard days are 
ahead if oil prices continue 
to rise. 

“I don’t feel that Nova 
Scotians should have a 


sense of confidence in this 
government,” she said. 

The $385 million spent 
in unplanned “appropria¬ 
tions,” which doesn’t need 
approval from the legisla¬ 
ture, is a problem that 
“continues not to creep, 
but to leap forward.” 

“It’s the whims of a gov¬ 
ernment deciding to blow 
money when it comes 
their way,” Whalen said.

Alexis MacDonald might 
get a few extra votes in 
the Halifax riding just on 
name recognition alone. 

Her name is so close to 
current NDP MP Alexa Mc¬ 
Donough, that they’ve 
been mistaken before. 

“People 
joke that 
they’ll come 
to the ballot 
and say, ‘Is¬ 
n’t she re¬ 
tired?’ and 
just check it 
anyway. I 
just laugh 
— I have 
more faith 
in the voters than that.” 

Yesterday, MacDonald 
announced she'll seek the 
nomination as the NDP 
candidate for the federal 
Halifax riding. It’s the 
same one McDonough, 
who’s is retiring, has held 
for more than 10 years. 

“I am ready and eager to 
earn the trust of the peo¬ 


ple of Halifax,” MacDonald 
told a crowd of about 150 
people at Pier 21 yesterday. 

MacDonald has never 
been elected outside a uni¬ 
versity student govern¬ 
ment, but she’s tried twice. 

In 2004 and 2006, she 
ran against Defence Minis¬ 
ter Peter MacKay in Cen¬ 
tral Nova. The first time 
she doubled the NDP vote 
for the riding. The second 
time she came within 
eight per cent of MacKay, 
getting 33 per cent of the 
popular vote. 

MacDonald said if she 
wins the nomination in 
the fall, it will be a differ¬ 
ent battle for the Halifax 
riding. 

“In Central Nova, it’s 
been nothing but conser¬ 
vatives for eons,” she said 
in an interview after the 
announcement. “In Halifax 
there’s a lot of clear inter¬ 
est for the NDP.” 

MacDonald grew up in 
Summerside, P.E.I., but she 
now lives on Robie Street 
in Halifax where she’s fin¬ 
ishing a masters degree at 
Dalhousie University.

Greyhound Canada is 
pulling an ad campaign re¬ 
lated to “bus rage” after 
last week’s violent 
stabbing and beheading 
onboard a Greyhound bus 
that was bound for 
Winnipeg from Edmonton. 

The 2007 campaign fea¬ 
tures a slogan that reads, 
“There’s a reason you’ve 
never heard of bus rage.” 

Abby Wambaugh, a 
spokeswoman with Grey¬ 
hound Canada, says the 
campaign was supposed to 
expire before the attack, 
but there were some ads 
“lingering out there.” 

“We realized after the in¬ 
cident that it was no 
longer appropriate and it 
could be very offensive,” 
said Wambaugh. 

“Greyhound realizes that 
it is important to get those 
ads removed.” 

Wambaugh says the 
company hasn’t noticed a 
decrease in passengers in 
Canada and the U.S. since 
last weeks attack. 


Meanwhile, the man ac¬ 
cused of violently stabbing 
and beheading the 22-year- 
old Greyhound passenger 
was found with several sev¬ 
ered body parts — includ¬

Olympic 
torch arrives 

The Olympic torch arrived 
in China’s capital 
yesterday after a jubilant 
reception in the quake- 
ravaged southwest. 

“This is the pride of the 
Chinese people,” worker 
Xu Min said amid cheering 
crowds watching the 
flame in Chengdu, capital 
of quake-hit Sichuan 
province where 70,000 
people died in May. 

But far to the northwest, 
questions about dissent 
and China’s human rights 
record refused to go away, 
after suspected Islamist 
separatists killed 16 
policemen on Monday in 
what a senior local 
Communist Party official 
called a “terrorist attack.” 

The government and 
Olympics chiefs shrugged 
off the attack, assuring 
10,500 athletes from 205 
countries they would be 
safe. The International 
Olympic Committee also 
tried to reassure visitors 
and athletes that the smog 
would not pose major 
health problems. 

But not everyone was 
convinced. Members of the 
U.S. cycling squad arrived 
at Beijing’s new airport ter¬ 
minal yesterday wearing 
respiratory masks. The 
IOC’s medical chief said the 
masks were unnecessary, 
and the U.S. Olympic Com¬ 
mittee urged the Chinese 
not to take offence. 

“It was in no way intend¬ 
ed to be disrespectful,” said 
spokesman Darryl Seibel.

While the 2009 version of 
Acura’s TSX offers a lot

The design looks J L 
more evolutionary Ik 
than revolutionary. 

A wider, bolder 
stance certainly IE 
gives it a sportier 
flavour but it also sits on I 
a longer 2705 mm wheel¬ 
base (a 35 mm stretch over 
the outgoing model). 

Overall, its body is slight¬ 
ly longer than before and 
wider too — all of which 
translates into a generous 
driver-oriented interior 
with more hip room and 
shoulder space. 

The new look is domi¬ 
nated up front by a chis¬ 
elled ‘signature’ grille, 
sharp elongated head¬ 
lamps and bold fender 
flares. 

The overall shape is 
clean and crisp, with 
strong character lines 
helping to shape the side 
surfaces. 

But what is really seen in 
the new look is a clue to 
Acura’s future styling di¬ 
rection for its sedans.

Sharing the road 

To help prevent potential 
conflict here are a few 
pointers to bear in mind: 

Bike riders don't have 
steel armour round them 
like drivers do. Passing 
them at speed within a foot 
of their elbow may feel per¬ 
fectly safe from where you 
are, but it is very disconcert¬ 
ing when you are the cy¬ 
clist. 

In traffic, make sure you 
don't cut off a biker who is 
about to pass you on the in¬ 
side. Don't try to cut across 
a cyclist when you need to 
turn right at an intersection. 
Wait behind the cyclist until 
the he/she has either 
turned right or passed the 
cross street. 

Park with care and don't 
open any door until you're 
sure there is no cyclist com¬ 
ing up on either side.

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Unearthing sapphires in Sri Lanka

t’s a country of coast¬ 
lines, religious festi¬ 
vals and tea planta¬ 
tions. Formerly Cey¬ 
lon, Sri Lanka is home 
to some 21 million people 
who rock a lion on their 
national flag, love spicy 
curry, and — despite the 
huge popularity of cricket 
— boast volleyball as their 
national sport. 

Day two of my weeklong 
journey finds me travel¬ 
ling from the urban sprawl 
of Colombo to the green 
rice paddies of the Sri 
Lankan countiyside. From 
the comfort of an air-con¬ 
ditioned bus, I watch local 
life speed past. 

Children skip to school 
in crisp, white uniforms. 
Women work among 
vipers in sugarcane planta¬ 
tions. 

Men dig around in the 
muck, searching for unpol¬ 
ished gemstones. In the 
Ratnapura region, there 
are plenty of mining pits, 
hand-dug by teams of 
workers on the hunt for 
precious stones. 

Sri Lanka is known as 
“the island of gems.” It has 
a long history of gem min¬ 
ing and trading, dating 
back some 2,000 years. 

“This is one of the best 
places in the world to buy 
sapphires,” my guide tells 
me. Who knew? I’ve heard

of Colombia’s emeralds 
and the Philippines’ pearls, 
but I had no idea this tiny 
South Asian country was 
big on the jewellery scene. 

I ask if we can stop to 
check out the mines. I hop 
out of the bus and descend 
upon the crew of nine, cam¬ 
eras and questions blazing. 

Teeth stained red from 
betelnut (a popular chew- 
ing-tobacco-lilce stimu¬ 
lant), they kindly take me 
through the gem-mining, 
or “gemming” process. 


With rudimentaiy ma¬ 
chines that sputter and 
smoke, they dredge for de¬ 
posits. As with panning for 
gold, they take a rattan 
basket and swirl it around, 
trying to extract the valu¬ 
able gems from the clay, 
gravel and sand. This job 
places them into waist- 
high water, and lcnee-deep 
mud as thick as cement. 

I make one false step and 
sink into soil that swallows 
my flip-flop whole. Clearly 
this is a messy job, and a 
dangerous one at that. 

As I survey the workers, 
many look injured — one 
has a cut over his eye, an¬ 
other a bloody bandage 
covering his big toe. 

Despite these frequent 
on-the-job injuries, there is 
no disability or unemploy¬ 
ment insurance. If the 
crew members get hurt, 


they’re on their own. 

Though they may work 
all day, they only get paid 
if they find something 
worth selling. The investor 
takes 50 per cent of the 
sales and the workers split 
the rest amongst them¬ 
selves. 

Worried that the work¬ 
ers might swallow the gem 
(to cash in for themselves), 
the investor is the only 
one allowed to sort 
through the finds of the 
day. Huddled around the 
boss, the team watches ea¬ 
gerly as he picks at the 
gravel by hand. No sap¬ 
phires this time around, 
only a few mature semi¬ 
precious stones that have 
little resale value. 

I have a new apprecia¬ 
tion for sapphires, and, 
more importantly, for the 
individuals who toil to find 


them. I’m truly amazed at 
the blood, sweat and time 
it takes to get the gem out 
of the ground and on its 


way to your jewelry case.

These days, there likely is¬ 
n’t a much more critic- 
proof movie than Pineap¬ 
ple Express. Not only is it 
produced by comedy-king 
Judd Apatow but it was 
co-written by and stars 
Hollywood’s favorite pot- 
smolcing court jester, Seth 
Rogen. Throw in a shoot 
‘em up and it’s a trifecta 
of silliness that’s guaran¬ 
teed to attract young audi¬ 
ences. 

A simple story, Express 
is a Midnight Run-type ca¬ 
per about a dope-smolcing 
process server named 


Dale (Rogen) who goes on 
the lam with his hapless 
drug dealer (James Fran¬ 
co) after witnessing a 
murder involving a dirty 
cop and a drug lord. To¬ 
gether, the two stoners 
run, hide and get wasted 
becoming unlikely pals 
amidst the chaotic action. 

And there is a fair 
amount of action. Rogen 
and co-writer Evan Gold¬ 
berg were heavily in¬ 
spired by such buddy/ac¬ 
tion fare as Lethal 
Weapon and it shows. 
Sure, it’s a hollow story 
and the pacing is uneven, 
but this comedy still 
works for its unique abili¬ 
ty to craft extremely like¬ 
able characters that aren’t 
usually portrayed likeable 
in the movies. Just as they 
did with their script for 
Superbad, they do it again 
here. 

Franco is surprisingly 
enjoyable as the Spicoli- 


inspired burnout Saul 
while Danny McBride (Hot 
Rod) is sure to be crowned 
this summer’s McLovin, 
stealing scenes as an inde¬ 
structible mid-level dealer 
with shaved armpits. 
Don’t ask. 

As with Superbad, Apa¬ 
tow and Rogen have creat¬ 
ed an impossibly hip com¬ 
edy about impossibly un¬ 
cool characters. Further, 
they achieved an even 
more incredible feat: 
They resurrected Huey 
Lewis to pen an impossi¬ 
bly cool theme song. 
Who knew he still had it 
in him? 

Apparently, they did.

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The cult of friendship 

Groups of friends can feel like sisterhood, author says

Carmen, Tibby, Bridget, 
Lena — and you. You don’t 
have to squeeze into the 
jeans to be part of the Sis¬ 
terhood. 

“The idea of there being 
four equally weighted pro¬ 
tagonists, it makes you feel 
like you’re part of some¬ 
thing,” Ann Brashares said 
about the appeal of her 
bestselling teen series The 
Sisterhood of the Traveling 
Pants. “You’re almost part 
of this group, this sister¬ 
hood. It feels communal 
and welcoming, this gov¬ 
erning spirit of a very deep 
and unconditional friend¬ 
ship.” 

Brashares, promoting 
the movie Sisterhood of 
the Traveling Pants 2, be¬ 
lieves in bonds. It seems 
sisters don’t have to do it 
for themselves. 


“I think there’s always 
the fantasy of a really 
great, sustaining friend¬ 
ship. And I’ve tried to de¬ 
pict that — realistically,” 
Brashares said. “I believe 
those friendships really do 
exist. I don’t think it’s fan¬ 
tasy. 

“This is the kind of 
friendship people want, 
where it’s the kind of 
friends who are happy 
when you’re happy, and 
sad when you’re sad.” 

The second Sisterhood 
movie, which opens today, 
draws from the final three 
books in the series. 

“I feel like it was a diffi¬ 
cult job to pull that togeth¬ 
er, and that they really 
managed to do it,” 
Brashares said about Pants 
2. “I think there are some 
insights and connections 
that aren’t necessarily in 
the books. But that was in¬ 
teresting to me.” 

There may not be anoth¬ 


er Sisterhood movie, but 
the story lives on. In Janu¬ 
ary, 3 Willows: The Sister¬ 
hood Grows is scheduled 
to hit the shelves. In the 
book, Brashares continues 
her exploration of women 
maintaining friendships 
while growing into sepa¬ 
rate, individual lives. 

But the exploration will 
be in a familiar context. 

“It takes place in the 
same world as the Sister¬ 
hood of the Traveling Pants 
books, but there are new 
characters,” Brashares said 
about 3 Willows. “There 
are many, many things 
that are familiar, even lit¬ 
tle cameos of old charac¬ 
ters. They grew up in the 
same town, and they are 
starting the same high 
school where the Sister¬ 
hood of the Traveling Pants 
girls went. And they know 
of them.” 

Brashares, who pub¬ 
lished her first adult novel 


last year, has no problem 
revisiting the Sisterhood 
— as long as it’s on her 
terms. 

“I don’t want to feel like 
I have to keep going back 
to the same thing because 
that’s what people want 
from me,” she said. “I want 
to be able to continue to 
grow as a writer, to do new 
things, to try new things.

In reality, most of 
us do change and outgrow 
our childhood friendships. 
That catchup phone call, e- 
mail, lunch, or coffee date 
never comes. Sisterhood 2 
gives us the chance to vic¬ 
ariously stay close to every- 
one we love.

Well, yes, of course it 
is, but the EW piece 
blandly confirms that re¬

reality TV viewing an ex¬ 
perience as complex in 
its way as relaxing into 
the high-gloss edginess of 
an HBO drama.
